"There  ai'-  iiit l.inimublc  ele- 
ment.s  in  thf  po|)ulatlon.  and 
Jealousy  and  Ill-feeling  between  Im- 
portant communities,  which  from 
time  to  tima  eaiise  rtota  and  dis- 
turbaness.  Ha  history  of  Communat 
disturbaneoa  durint  tha  fast  few 
yeara  shows  bow  aUight  an  Incident 
may  caase  trouble  which,  if  not 
checked 'at  an  early  stage,  may 
easily  spread  from  district  to  dis- 
trict.

ENrSANCHISEMENT 
The  question  of  the  franehtoe  is 
a  very  Tttid  one  for  tha  fvtan  of 
India.  At  pressnt  only  aj  per  oent 
of  the  population  of  tba  areas  re- 
tunUng  mambers  to  the  jnflndal 
Qoiuicito  were  registered  votan  at 
the  last  general  election.  While  the 
commissioners  agree  that  it  would 
not  be  feasible  to  follow  the  pro- 
po.sal  iniide  In  some  quarters  that 
100. 000. not)  names  be  added  to  the 
icRister.  many  of  whom  would  be 
Illiterate,  yet  they  do  recommend  a 
broadening  of  the  franchise  so  that 
Instead  of  It  representing  2.8  per 
cent  of  the  population,  it  will  be 
roughly  10  per  oant  It  to  prcpeasd 
that  a  new  franobtoe  oomadttae  be 
provided  to  carry  thto  out.  It  also 
recommsBds  wider  ptavtalao  tdr  en- 
franchising women. 

SECOND  CHAMBEBS 

The  commissionaa  decline  to 
recommend  one  awgr  or  the  othor  as 
regards  the  establistamsnt  of  second 
chambers  In  the  provinoeo.  There  is 
a  wide  dlfferenoa  of  oplDlOB  among 
the  Provincial  Governments  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  such  an  enlargement 
of  the  government  mac  liinery.  They 
do,  however,  view  with  some  favor 
the  proposal  that  each  Piovinclal 
Council  should  have  the  assl.stance 
of  an  expert  body,  which  would  ex- 
amine the  bills  between  the  com  !

The  InflamnMMa  and  dangerous 
condltloaa  of  ths  'Northwest  Fron- 
tier and  the  other  special  areas, 
which  malte  it  undesirable  for  any 
division  Iwtween  the  two  Is  care- 
fully  dealt   with   in    the  report. 
Broad  principles  of  policy  forbid  the 
commissioners   lo   recommend  the 
establishment  of  the  .same  measure 
of  responsible   Knvernment  In  the 
Northwest     Frontier    Province  as 
they  have  proposed  for  the  Gover- 
nors' F»rovlnces.

The  strawhenry  crop  on  Vancou- 
ver I.sland  will  soon  bt;  over.  The 
hasty  way  in  wiilch  this  fruit  has 
withdrawn  Itself  from  the  market 
this  season  lias  come  as  a  surprise 
even  to  the  growers.  The  last  car- 
load which  win  leave  the  IsUnd 
for  the  Prairies  was  shipped  ycst.er- 
day  as  a  Joint  contribution  by  the 
Saanich  :nid  (  Wirdon  Head  growers. 

This  makes  a  total  of  eleven  car- 
loads shipped  by  these  two  associ- 
ations this .  season,  while  Keating 
0»<op«rattfa  Btchange  put  out  five 
oaxfl.  Laat  week  the  Keattng  grow- 
etv  withdrew  from  the  fresh  -ehlj^ 
ments,  confining  themselves  to  pick- 
ing for  the  local  market,  and  for 
the  Jam  factories. 

The  Saanloh  and 
growers  will  now  follow  the  same 
course.  There  Is  sliU  to  be  put  In 
cups  for  the  Winter  fresh  berry 
trade  a  quantity  of  berries  which 
will  be  carried  in  cold  storage.  This 
form  of  carryhag  the  fruit  proved 
very  popular  last  season,  and  It  waa 
the  Intention  of  the  growers  to 
make  a  rather  larger  pack  In  this 
form  this  year.  The  sudden  col- 
lapse of  the  crop,  however,  wUl  not 
permit  of  as  nmnj  betag  so  taken 
care  of. 

There  will  be  a  shortage  of  ber- 
riai  lor  Jam,  as  wen  as  for  the  pro- 
cealed  method. 

SEVERE  FROSTS 
Various  reasons  have  made  for 
the  shortening  up  of  the  season 
this  year.  The  planU  especially 
tboea  wMch  ware  in  their  second 
year  eaoM  through  the  wmter  far 
from  In  a  Tlgoroua  eondltlon.  Last 
Fall  was  not  Ideal  for  the  berry 
plants,  and  this  was  followed  by 
Winter  weather  that  killed  many 
plants,  and  left  many  more  far 
from  in  a  vigorous  condition. 
Added  to  this  were  Spring  condi- 
tions that  were  not  the  iic  t  fur 
the  restoring  of  the  strawberry 
plants  to  ftiller  vigor,  but  on  the 
coobary  some  rather  severe  frosts 
at  a  eritlea)  time  the  history  of 
the  fruiting  had  a  most  daasaglag 
effect  upon  tha  production. 

coNDinoNB  or  IMl 
In  amny  eaass  the  one-year-old 
bory  irtimtB  came  through  la  rather 
better  form,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
with  favorable  weather  conditions 
these  plantations  may  be  brouRht 
forward  to  a  more  productive  state 
than  WES  the  fat,^  of  the  plants 
which  should  have  been  the  large 
producers  this  past  season. 

There  was  quite  a  fair  amount 
of  planting  last  Spring  so  that  with 
favorable  conditions  for  the  devel- 
opment of  tha  ptentatlons.  the  eon- 
dltloas  exisf  for  a  fair  crop  next 
year  on  the  Island.  The  outlook, 
however.  Is  not  for  a  large  produ- 
tion  next  year.  In  anv  event  it 
would  promise  to  be  only  fair,  in 
\'>w  of  the  planting,  and  the  pres- 
ent conditions  which  prevail.

.   One  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King's  Ml»lsten,  Mr 

tTlclen  Cannon,  the  SoUcltor-Oeneral,  has  pre- 
dldfid  wJaUe  cajEOpalgning  in  Quebec  that  hla 
party  will  not  only  hold  the  ilkty-one  eeata  It 
now  iia.s  in  Quebec  In  the  forthcomiiiK  Federal 
atoclloa,  but  that  it  will  gain  two  or  three  more. 
•rMtntly  the  Llbermls  expect,  in  aU  Quebac,  to 
lose  Muiy  one  m  tv^o  .seat.s.  Unfortunately  In  this 
e^t^on  and  in  that  province  the  same  old  racial 
ap^iala  are  being  made  by  the  Liberals.  Hie 
ynil^<^anadlans  are  bcin»^  told  that  the  porW- 
Ifmaa  the  pvQTtnce  enjoys  under  the  BrltlA  Nacth 
4ipl«riea  Act  are  dependent  on  the  eentlmiaifce 
of  .the  Liberals  in  power.  They  are.  being  Intimi- 
dated in  a  political  sense  by  the  inaiduous  pr^pa- 
gai^a  to  the  effect  that  the  Oonaenrallvaa  are  i 
fhirr**!  to  deprive  Quebec  of  rights  atfeetlaf  I 
language.  lellKluUA  piacUceA  and  civil  laws. 

It  Is  not  to  the  credit  of  the  Ooremment  now 
in  ^ower  that  It  should  persist  In  dtflvant  types 
of  appeal  to  different  parts  of  the  country.  That 
does  not  savor  of  a  policy  of  national  unity. 
Qnabae  is  told  that  the  Liberals  alone  kre  the 
supporters  of  Its  privileges  In  Confederation. 
The  Prairie  Provinces  are  appealed  to  on  the 
suppoaltion  that  the  Government  is  still  com- 
mitted to  a  policy  of  free  trade.  In  Ontario  Mr. 
Mackenzie  King  and  his  supporters  pose  as  the 
friends  of  the  manufacturers  and  point  to  the 
protective  duties  they  have  Imposed  In  their  In- 
terests. There  are  sectional  appeals  all  along 
the  Una.  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  in  his  Brantford 
speech  admitted  that  the  Dunning  Budget  was 
framed  to  meet  the  wishes  of  different  sections 
Of  the  eountry.  In  Quebec  little  or  nothing  is 
belnfc  said  of  the  British  preferential  duties. 

There  Is  a  distinctive  note  that  characterizes 
the  present  campaign  aa  it-  is  being  eobdueted 
on  the  part  of  Mr  MackCDila  Xing  and  his  sup- 
porters. That  note  Is  tba  tfastra  to  paranade  the 
country  that  the  Uberala  am  an  things  to  all 
men.  The  varying  shades  of  color  in  the  Liberal 
speeches  are  dependent  upon  where*  they  are 
uttered.  There  Is  no  naUonal  policy  worthy  of 

the  name.  The  BudRet.  it.-elf  \r.  a  political  crazy 
quilt  apd  Is  emblematic  of  the  political  course  of 
UbaraUsm  in  ihe  present  campaign. 


BEITISB  EMPLUL  FILMS 


M.ijor  Fred  J.  Ney.  executive  secretary  of  the 
National  Council  of  Education  of  Canada,  has 
brought  forward  the  qneetlon  of  British  f lima  In 
a  letter  to  The  London  Times  The  growth  of 
the  British  film  Industry  is  a  matter  of  Imperial 
co-operation.  Major  Ney  says  It  Is  Just  as  Im- 
portant thai.  Canadian  films  should  be  shown  in 
Great  Britain  as  that  British  films  should  be 
shown  la  this  country.  The  world,  he  points  out, 
"i.s  somewl.  li  "  •  iry  of  the  type  of  American 
film  whlQh  persistently  portrays  the  abnormal - 
ntas  and  artlflelaUtles  of  prcaent-day  clTlllsa- 
t  Ion  Such  fttou  prove  a  deflaita  teeanttTe  to 
crime. ' 

There  Is.  however,  an  ob)ect  lesson  for  the 

British  Empire  In  what  the  producing  interest*? 
In  the  United  States  have  done.  They  have 
combined  for  common  action  both  in  production 
and  in  mnrkctint'  mefhnri.s  This  means  that  If 
the  American  film  interests  are  to  l^e  challenged 
aaeeessfuUy  there  SMSit  be  Imperial  eo-<operatlon. 
Mkjor  Ney  suRKcsts  the  organization  of  a  Brlt- 
lA  £mpire  PUm  Corporation,  '  which  would  be 
repranotilive  of  the  ftaumelal  ttai  olbar  later- 
aalB  a(  ai  parts  of  the  Empire." 


The  fallacy  that  municipal  ownership  lightens 
the  barClOTi  of  the  taxpayers  haa  been  long  ac- 
cepted as  a  truism  by  many  who  do  not  look 
deepl/  int^  the  alluring  arguments  offered  by 
tka  enthiislastle  iMlvoeates  of  this  sort  of  anter- 

prlse  The  Idea  that  the  public  may  Invest  and 
build  and  operate  more  economically  than  can 
be  done  by  private  latarests,  continues  to  lare 
the  voters  here  and  there  to  sanction  projects 
for  ao-called  public  utilities  under  the  delusion 
that  bi  tMs  way  the  people  wUl  enjoy  a  dlsUnet 

savins  In  the  cost  of  service  rendered  This  Is 
predicated  upon  nothing  more  than  a  difference 
la  rales  bHween  the  same  kind  of  ttUB^  pub- 
lirlv  '^wned  and  privately-owned  In  the  same  mu- 
nicipailty,  the  difference,  apparently,  being  In 
favor  of  public  ownership. 

For  some  time  the  people  (he  taxpayers  - 
haVe  baan  probing  into  this  matter  of  taxation. 
IImt  iMkve  organlaed  tax  associations,  advisory 

b^lc;  n:  d  comml.ssions  to  study  the  problem, 
and  their  investigations  are  bringing  to  the  sur- 
faoe  long-submerged  faets  which  tend  to  eon- 

tradlet  .some  of  the  economic  theories  which 
public-ownership  advocates.  One  theory  has 
been  lamethlng  ttke  this:  If  the  people  of  a 
muniatpallty  will  vote  t^  bond  the  municipality 
for  a  eartaln  amount,  the  constituted  authorities 
will  uae  the  cash  raised  by  the  bonda  lo  provide 
a  utility  an  electric  plnn'.  a  pas  plant,  a  street 
railway  or  something  else  and  will  operate  the 
utility  at  a  lower  aervice  rate  than  the  people 
have  been  paying,  or  would  have  to  pay  to  a  pri- 
vate corporallon.  Thus,  the  pecqile  would  save 
money  by  o^mlnf  aad  operating  tti*  aillliy  by 

aad  ^or  themselves 

.  The  people,  for  a  time  at  least,  overlooked 
theee  faata:  Baterest  has  to  be  pald-on  the  bonds 
Issued  and  a  sinking  fund  provided  for  their  re- 
tirement. The  publicly-owned  utility  pays  no 
taxes.  As  It  doee  not  help  in  this  way  to  meet  the 
cost  of  local  govrrru-i^cnt  nt.her  property  has  to 
be  taxed  proportionately  more.  A  careful  analy- 
sis of  the.se  facts.  In  more  than  one  Instance,  has 
shown  that  the  difference  in  rates  between  pub- 
licly and  priTately -owned  entMpslaes  is  more  than 
offset  by  increased  general  taxes,  munleipal  or 
state,  and  sometimes  both  or  that  a  iiimi-i  i 
pallty.  through  exemption  from  taxation  ni  lu 
public -owned  attflUes,  is  falling  lo  pay  Its  proper

The  press  of  Loulalaaa  la  objeeUng.  and  very 

logically,  to  proposed  lef^lsfatlori  tn  the  form  of 
a  Newspaper  Bill  now  before  the  Legislature  of 
that  State.  It  InToIvefe  the  taxation  of  all  those 
who  advertise  In  newspapers  bv  ttie  method  of  a 
licence  lee  wtuch  is  lu  uinounl  lu  the  equivalent 
Of  IS  per  cent  of  the  groas  receipts  of  each  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  "using  the  trade,  profes- 
sion, vocation,  calling  or  bubiness  of  selling  space 
for.  or  printlaff.  In  dally  aew^^ara  advaamig 
lor  pay." 

SB  effect  this  measure  Is  a  tax  on  sales  effort, 
which  In  turn, means  a  tax  on  sales.  It  will 
mean  an  Increase  in  the  purchase  price  to  the 
consumer  of  advertised  merchandised  Primarily 
1^  seems  to  be  directed  against  the  press,  for  un- 
doubtedly its  tendency  would  b^  to  minimize  the 
effect  of  advertising  and  thus  to  reduce  Its 
volume.  The  principle  is  a  dangerous  one,  for 
it  establishes  a  precedent  of  interference  with 
business  that  would  have  a  rsstrletlTe  tendency. 

The  Qovernor  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  Mr. 
Huey  P.  Long,  has  been  under  fire  by  the  news- 
papers for  his  conduct  of  the  administration.  It 
Is  not  so  much  the  expression  of  criticism  by 
party  poUtlcians  as  an  attack  on  the  general 
trend  of  his  course  of  action  by  the  press  of  the 
State  as  a  whole.  The  new  Newspai)er  Bill  is 
interpreted  in;Some  quarters  as  reUUatlon.  If 
passed  It  will  Bet  as  a  definite  handicap  on  the 
nev.spapcr  business,  while  at  the  same  time  hit- 
ting the  consiuners  of  all  advertised  articles  In 
opposition  to  such  a  policy  the  newspapers  of 
Louisianna  can  rely  on  havlag  tht  b^eklag  of 
public  opinion.  ^  . 


Rev  Harry  Bett.  writing  In  The  Methodist 
Magazine,  says  new^apers  publish  series  of 
arUeles  on  any  religious  question  that  may  be 
to  the  fore  He  comments  on  the  fact  that  so 
many  of  the  articles  on  such  questions  are  writ- 
ten by  novelists,  which  is  a  singular  choice  of 
authority.  For  his  part  his  belief  is  that  the  only 
authority  on  any  subject  whatever  Is  the  man 
vrho  knows  a  great  deal  about  It.  Then  he  goes 
on  to  say:  "The  only  man  who  knows  a  great 
deal  about  religion  Is  the  man  who  Is  himself 
deeply,  sincerely,  passionately  religious.  I  will 
defer  to  the  authority  of  .such  a  man  on  religious 
matters;  and  X  will  defer  to  nothing  and  nobody 
else."

Salt  Sprhigs,  N.8..  against 
th.  w  rdlct  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  I'unada  In  favor  of  Camenm  and 

others. 

The  dadalon  ended  a  oaaa  of  great 
taitonat  to  ttia  Unitad  CSmrch  of 
Canada  and  tha  frnhfthrtMi 
Church  In  Canada. 

The  trustees  of  St.  Luke's  w»m 
acting  on  behalf  of  that  portion  ul 
the  COngrcKutii  II  which  ubit  t  ied  to 
union  and  to  the  church  becoming 
part  ct  the  United  Church.  "Cain- 
aron  and  othwa"  had  been  wMtalnad 
hi  their  argmnenti  by  the  Oana^n 
Supreme  Court. 

There  were  two  vote.s  in  St  Luke's 
Presbyterian  Chun  h  l  lie  fir.st  was 
In  favor  of  remaininK  in  the  Pres- 
byterian lold,  then  a  .st-c  iiid  vote 
was  ordered  taken  under  pirovlnclal 
authority.  This  vote  went  United" 
and  subsequently  the  trustees,  In 
whose  namea  the  church  was  held, 
decided  to  tnro  It  onr  to  thi  UkUM 
Churoh' 

The  Supreme  OOUrt  ruled,  after 
the  ca.^^  had  passed  througn  two 
other  couri.-^,  whii  li  disagreed,  that 
the  second  <  United)  vote  was  invalid ; 
that  the  provinces  had  no  authority 
to  order  a  vote:  that  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  Church  was  a 
matter  solely  for  the  Parliament  of 
Canada,  and  that  It  waa  for  that 
Parliament  alone  to  define  tha  con- 
dltlcna  of  membership  of  the  cor- 
poration it  set  up.
